Sxat Of the four earlier cases cited by the donate eb requiring amending of FOIA 
the first was my suit for the s pec tro graphic analysis in the JFK case. DJ could not have 
been more corrupt in that case. They used it, the silence about my suits and the preju- 
dice against the subject <ind r.e to w rewrite the law in court. This suit, anlarged, is 
zhe first one filed anywhere under the emended law. Again, this time with another willing 
judge (Pratt) the took e different >ok to accomplish the same end. If that decision had 
stood the law woe gutted more than before. We have turned it all around and extended the 
pareujjeters — enormously. We are going to be able to depose those JBI agents who retired 
early to avoid being called. (llow the hell we'll pay for it I don t yet know! ) The snails 
did not deliver tm decision to dim in seven days althoug they had only 13 blocks to 
crawl. Wo found out by accident and lie obtained a copy of which my cony has not yet come. 

In the case of which I wrote you, where for more than a month I had been groping 
for a way within the system to give the judge a handle and to dramatize we await the 
judge's written order. What happened in court exceeded my expectations. If there axe 
other judicial excoriations of the FBI like* this one I have not heard of any. 

J n a third case I expect some dramatic, newsworthy developments because I've 
caught thou in the dirtiest of dirty politics - misusing th*> machinaiy of government and 
the law to protect Ford and his career of secret McCarthyism. This onu is particularly 
delicate because they have made it that delicate. So, I also want no attention to it and 
to let it work its way out. I think it will in court. I want that and will have the same 
options if it does not. 


I've tiled charges against an FBI agent, a baby— faced monster who used the processes 
of the court to defame me. Kelley stonewalled and finally responded non— responsivA^y. h© did 
not, as I asked after making him witting, forward the complaint to the OPR. So I'll now 
do it through -^evi, who is no more anxious for any professional responsibility. Shaheen 
himself is saddled with a conflict of interest * have in the court record without anyone 
catching it. I'd prefer no mention until that judge acts. I do not expect the action to 
include this conflict of which the Department has known for two weeks. 


Our method has been simplex wq built a tough, solid record in confrontation and 
are never confronted on fact. It requires much work, so we do that work. Proving negatives 
is now for us as normal as breathing. Two dosen books would not hold the record * inland I 
have made in various courts. / r
